The unwritten law is that ifbees 1 
be discovered in a tree at a time ( 
when the “first finder—first own-, 
er” is not ready to cut the tree, he 
can cut his initial on the tree and 
it is religiously respected by all 
true foresters. 

The wily bee hunter does not 
cut the tree to amount toanything 
in marking it for that would at¬ 
tract too much attention.
